DOMESTIC SEW S, 
F rig h tfu l Flood tn Colorado, 
D enver, August Uth.—A Central City 
special says : The most destructive flood in 
the history of the country occurred yesterday 
afternoon. At half-past 2 a heavy storm 
cloud appeared, accompanied by almost in- 
c;ssant thunder and lightning. About I 
o’clock the citizens were startled by an almost 
unearthly roar to the west, and almost in­ 
stantaneously a volume of water, between 
four and five feet high, came rushing down 
Nevada and Kureka streets, taking every­ 
body by surprise. 
Heavy quartz teams 
standing in the streets were overturned and 
carried down stream like feathers. Kocks 
weighing 500 and 000 pounds were rolled 
alocg the streets like pebbles. Animals and 
everything in the track of the flood were 
swept away in an incredibly short time. The 
street* were cleared of people, everybody 
seeking shelter during the flood. Large 
masses of debris was carried through the 
streets at the rate of about fifteen miles an 
hour. The whole length of the gulches, 
from Xevadaville on one side, and the head 
of Kureka on the other, presents the most 
desolate scene imaginable. The roadway is 
entirely destroyed, in many places the ruts 
being five and six feet deep, and extending 
for hundreds of yards. The entire length, for 
about three miles, is strewn with debris of 
every kind. At several points between Cen­ 
tral and Black Hawk the debris is piled twen­ 
ty-five feet high. Eureka street, for a quar­ 
ter of 
a 
mile, 
is one mass of 
rocks and rubbish. On Main street 
four feet of sand is deposited. The flood 
was caused by the bursting of a rain-clond a 
little west of the city. The natural channel 
of the stream became dammed, turning the 
water into the streets. The only loss of 
life known at present is that of Joe derrick, 
whose body was found in Black Hawk. The 
flood lasted but twenty minutes. The dam­ 
ages are estimated at about $50,000, $20,000 
of which is sustained by the highways. A 
number of Bmall houses were upset and 
washed away, and many residences and stores 
flooded, and mud and sand deposited on the 
floors and in cellars to a depth of several feet. 
Advices from Idaho Sprint:* say the rain 
was the severest which ever fell there. 
Several houses in Virginia cauyon were 
carried away aud a six-year-old girl was 
drowned. 
Nearly all the railroad and county bridges 
between the forks of the creek and Idaho 
were swept away, and nearly all the houses 
in the business portion of the town flooded 
and the streets damaged. The damage in 
Idaho will amouut to $20,000. 
It is estimated that it will take 100 men 
forty-eight hours to repair the damage to the 
railroad track between Idaho and Floyd Hill. 
Brooklyn Socialists and Hartmann*» Ex­ 
trad itio n . 
New Y ork, August 9th.—The Brooklyn 
Socialists, in mass meeting last night, protest­ 
ed against the extradition of Leo Hartmann, 
such a course, they believed, having been con­ 
templated by tiie authorities. They adopted 
resolutions to the effect that it would be a 
disgrace to our country and an insult to the 
memory of the founders of the republic, if the 
Government should deliver up the revolu­ 
tionary hero to certain death while he found 
rafuge as a political exile even in a British 
monarchy. The Secretary was instructed to 
inquire of Secretary Blaine abont the matter. 
The Irish C onvention. 
Chicago, Angust 9th.—The Irish Conven­ 
tion acquitted Secretary West of the charges 
made by Keegan, and denounced the latter as 
a falsifier. The real work of the Convention 
will now begin. Captain John Geary, one of 
General Lee’s staff, Colonel D. O’Sullivan, a 
Republican politician of Little Rock, aEd Dr.

Jo h n D illon’s Release. 
D ublin, August 9th.—The unexpected re­ 
lease of Mr. Dillon creates as much excite­ 
ment in Dublin as his arreRt on the 3d of 
May last. No reason whatever has been 
assigned for the step on the part of the Gov­ 
ernment. Mr. Dillon is not in bad health, 
as was first reported. The statement that he 
was released on this ground turns out to be a 
mere guess. 
The imprisoned “ suspect” 
was at his evening meal when ihe 
Governor of Kilmainham visited him, and 
informed him that he was no longer under 
restraint. In less than twenty minutes Mr. 
Dillon was driving home. As he passed up 
Sackville street he did not even stop at the 


Land League office, although there was a 
light in the windows. The news cf the re­ 
lease was accidentally m ade public by a re­ 
porter who called at an out-of-the-way de­ 
tective station, bnt it was not credited until 
the reporter called at M r. D illon’s house and 
found him in"bed. In answ er to inquiries he 
stated th at his release was unconditional. 
H e had not the slightest exjieetatien of his 
im prisonm ent being so suddenly curtailed. 


PA CIFIC COA8T. 
S ad d en Freshet* In N evada. 
E ureka, A ugust 9th.—H eavy rains have 
prevailed here at intervals lor the past three 
days, com m encing about noon and lasting 
from one to two hours,creating a general fear of 
floods. On S aturday and Sunday the freshets 
in E ureka were just severe euough to excite 
apprehension, bnt the storm yesterday after­ 
noon created considerable alarm , which was 
increased by the whistle* of the Richm ond 
Sm elting W orks, located a t the upper end of 
the town, signaling a flood. I t had rained 
heavily about an hour on the m ountains, and 
a dense volume of w ater poured duwn the 
canyon from the great w atershed, bnt it 
proved too sm all to do any serious dam age, 
the big aqueduct through tow n carrying the 
force of the current nicely. A ll around Ku­ 
reka great freshets have occurred and consid­ 
erable dam age has been done. A t D iam ond 
Springs, tw enty-six m iles from E nreka, the 
operator telegraphs th at a terrific flood pre­ 
vailed there, which rolled im m ense bowlders 
down from the m ountains and did great dam ­ 
age to the coal ranches. The lightning and 
thunder have also been rem arkably severe 
and quite phenom enal.

General Hatch is at Foit Craig, am* may take 
the field in person to-morrow. Three com­ 
panies of cavalry are now after the reds, and 
one additional company is starting out this 
morning. Nam is heading the Indians, and 
is being reinforced froui the Mescnlero 
Apache Agency. He is evidently going to imi­ 
tate Vietorio in swinging a semi-circle through 
Lincoln, Donna Anno, Socorro, Valen­ 
cia and Grant counties and back into Chihua­ 
hua. Two companies of cavalry were to-day- 
ordered from Fort Lewis, Col., to Fort Craig 
to reinforce the tioopa in the field. Forty 
scouts are out from Socorro scouting and 
guarding the Magdaleno mountains. Dio- 
nicio reported yesterday at Las Lnnau 
that hi» train of eight wagons, con­ 
taining $0,009 worth cf merchandise, 
was attacked forty miles from low Lun.v», 
and captured. One man was killed. The 
others escaped, but tho wagons aud goods 
were burned np. On receipt cf this informa­ 
tion Tranquilice Lunay, tho New Mexicau 
delegate to CongTese, in mediately gathered 
forty armed and mounted volunteers and left 
at midnight in pursuit of tho Indians. The 
country in which the Indiana now are suf­ 
fered considerably last year from the same 
source. The Navajoea aro comparativeij- 
quiet, the luterior Department having prom­ 
ised to give them a more popular Agent.

Both tires are thought to have been incen­ 
diary.

OREGON. 
Advices from P o rtlan d . 
P ortland, August 9th.—The body of an 
unknown man was fonnd floating in the 
Columbia river, opposite Reed’s landing, to­ 
day. The Coroner has been notified, aud will 
hold an inquest. The man i» supposed to 
have been drowned. 
To-day a terrible blast was exploded in the 
quarry of the Portland Paving and Mac­ 
adamizing Company at the head of Market 
street, which caused general consternation for 
many blocks distant. One of the men who 
superintends the blasting put in a very larga 
quantity of powder. It is claimed that thw 
person poured into the hole which had been 
drilled through the rock about three feet of 
powder, instead of eight inches, the usnal 
charge. When the blast exploded the report 
was heard all over the city. Houses situated 
blocks away were shaken violently, and win­ 
dows were broken by the concussion. One. 
stone weighing 200 pound* was hurled rato- 
the air, and, falling ou the roof of a home, 
crushed a hole through it twelve feet tquare. 
The family narrowly escaped with their livee. 
Hundreds of stones, ranging in weight from- 
two to five hundred pounds, were thrown in- 
all directions, doing much damage to prop­ 
erty. Fortunately no person was injured, 
which seems almost miraculous. Legal pro- 
c?edings, it ia said, will be instituted against 
the company for damages. 
The harvest is abont finished in Umatilla 
county. The weather has been excellent, ana 
the crops are good. Last week’s rain, so far 
as heard from, did r.o particular damage to 
crops. In a few fields the groin was knocked 
down ; otherwise the rain aid no damage. 
Walter W. Olsce, who was so severely 
wonnded by Switzer in Grease Wood pre­ 
cinct, Umatilla county, a few weeks since, 
has recovered from his wounds, and has 
married the yonng lady on whose account he 
received them.

Bradlaugh’s health has suffered severely 
from his recent struggle with the police in 
the House of Commons, and his present 
condition is such th at his friends are se­ 
riously alarmed. 
Should he die from the 
effects of this affair it would be very aw k­ 
ward for the Government, for his constit­ 
uents and the large element which sympa­ 
thizes with and admires him would be sure 
to regard his death under such circum­ 
stances as a martyrdom if not as a murder, 
and the results would be calamitous. Brad- 
laugh is looked upon by the common peo­ 
ple as their peculiar champion and repre­ 
sentative, and those who eo regard him 
would be very apt to acquire the convic­ 
tion ' that 
he 
had 
been 
purposely 
put out of the way by the “ aristocracy,” 
because 
of 
their 
hatred 
to 
the 
masses. 
The fact that 
such a belief 
was 
preposterous 
might 
not 
at 
all 
affect its prevalence, and certainly would 
not prevent it from producing evil conse­ 
quences. 
In such cases the people almost 
always jum p at conclusions, but having 
reached them they adhere to them with 
great tenacity, and will go very far in 
backing them up. 
Bradlangh was try ing 
to assert w hat a great many people be­ 
lieve to be his right, when he was vio­ 
lently expelled from the House of Com­ 
mons. 
Mr. Gladstone ought to hope most 
fervently for the speedy recovery of the 
member for Northampton, for the time is 
not at all propitious for parliamentary 
blunders of the anti-popular kind, and 
great events have often sprung from even 
less im portant events than the death of a 
popular demagogue under such circum­ 
stances. 


AFTER THE 
LAND 
BILL. 


If Mr. Gladstone thinks that the passage 
of the land bill w ill bring a complete set­ 
tlem ent of the case of Ireland, he is assur­ 
edly destined to a severe disappointment- 
.Euglish legislators have never grasped the 
fact that it is out of their power to pacify 
Ireland so long as they refuse to entertain 
any propositions looking to the separation 
of the latter. 
The repeal of the Union 
is w hat the Irish revolutionaries are aiming 
at, and w hile they are in a measure com­ 
pelled to accept compromises and half-way 
measures like the disestablishment bill and 
the present land bill, they have no idea of 
abandoning agitation because of any such 
legislation. 
In illustration of this we may 
refer to the remarks of a Dublin corre­ 
spondent, to.the effect that “ the time 
“ of the 
manufacturers and industrial 
“ classes is coming, and when the land 
“ question 
is settled, other questions, 
“ which are already beginning to loom be- 
“ fore the eyes of the political observers, 
“ will begin to agitate the country as much 
“ as ever.” 
Of the truth of this forecast 
there can be no reasonable doubt, and it is 
already evident that as soon as the land 
bill is out of the way the question of the 
agricultural laborers will be raised, and 
will prove quite as difficult a one as that of 
the tenant-farmers. 
If to tills is added the 
question of the industrial classes, there will 
be the material for as exciting and pro­ 
tracted an agitation as has ever been seen 
is the conntry, and it may be regarded as 
certain th at the agitators who have kept 
the pot boiling all this time have no inten­ 
tion of retiring into private life now.

The investigation now being held upon 
the management of 
the San Francisco 
M int has thus far produced no very im­ 
portant 
developments 
as 
regards the 
charges preferred against Superintendent 
Dodge in connection w ith the business of 
the establishment. Some carelessness there 
may have been, but tor the most part the 
charges have dwindled upon' examination 
until very little remained of them. 
The 
inquiry into the political relations of the 
management, however, promises to be very 
much more fruitful of results, and already 
facts have been elicited which show that 
the spoils system has been applied in the 
rigorous way. 
Congressman Page testified 
that Dodge offered to give him a dozen or 
so appointments in the M int, and th at he 
accepted th at offer and made out a list. 
But that after he had promised all these 
places to his friends, and had returned to 
W ashington, he found that Dodge had only 
appointed three of his nom inees; and 
when he wrote to the Superintendent 
about the m atter he received a reply inti­ 
mating th at he (Page) was trying to run 
the M int. 
Upon this there was a quarrel 
between him and 
the Superintendent, 
which has gone on until the present time, 
and has issued iu this investigation. 
I t is 
to be*observed th at Mr. Page in his refer­ 
ence to the m atter treats this method of 
making M int appointments as the only 
rational and proper one, and th at Super­ 
intendent Dodge takes the same view of 
the case. 
Indeed Mr. Dodge is repre­ 
sented as expressing the opinion to ono 
witness th at “ civil service reform was all 
“ very well in theory, but would cot do in 
“ practice.” Thia is the common opinion 
of machine politicians everywhere. 
They 
of course base their belief in the failure of 
civil service reform in practice upon their 
perception of the fact th at its adoption 
deprives them of the advantages to be de­ 
rived from control of the patronage. 
In the case of the M int at San Fran­ 
cisco there was a quarrel between Con­ 
gressman Page and the Superintendent, 
and the latter therefore undertook to u get 
“ even” w ith Page by discharging all the 
M int employes who had been nominated 
by him, and also all those who were known 
or even suspected to be his friends. 
For 
example, W illiam J. Ruddick testified : 
“ I was employed in the M int from 1875 
“ to July, 1SS0. 
On the latter date, with- 
“ out previous warning, I was discharged 
“ by Mr. Dodge. 
I know no reason for 
"m y discharge. 
Mr. Page is a warm per- 
“ sonal friend of mine.” George Hatson 
testified : 
“ During the last Page-Henry 
“ fight before the Republican Convention 
“ I was called out to the reception rooms 
“ to see Charles N. Felton. 
He asked me 
“ w hether my brother, in the First Dis- 
“ trict, was a Page or a Henry man. 
I 
“ said he was a Page man. 
Felton said he 
“ was Borry, as it was a foregone conclu­ 
s i o n th at any friend of Page would have 
“ to leave the M int.” 
There is other tes­ 
timony to the same effect, and in fact Mr. 
Dodge did not attem pt to deny the allega­ 
tions of these witnesses. 
H e said “ that 
“ he had made most of the discharges to 
“ V hich Mr. Page objected for the purpose 
“ of clearing the atmosphere of the Mint 
“ of the spirit of insubordination and dis- 
“ cord. 
I t was probable th at Mr. Han- 
“ ifin’s head fell because he was a too close 
“ political friend of Mr. Page.” Thus it 
is frankly adm itted by the .Superintendent 
that he made appointments and discharges 
upon political grounds alone, and th at he 
used his position in the M int to satisfy 
his political revenges and to reward his 
political friends. 
He told one employe that he must dis­ 
charge him because he was fighting Page. 
It is in evidence th at he dismissed skillful 
workmen who had been for many years on 
the pay-rolls, without warning or com­ 
plaint or reason of any kind. 
He did not 
take faithful or valuable service into con­ 
sideration at all. 
He does not appear to 
have realized that the American people 
had any rights in the premises. 
He ran the 
M int as a personal political machine, and 
if he did not run it so extravagantly as to 
cause heavy losses to the Government, it 
certainly is not owing to the wisdom of his 
methods. 
A Mint is a great business es­ 
tablishment, in which trained skill and 
knowledge are required more imperatively 
than in almost any other Government 
work. 
The men whose services are de­ 
manded in its various departments can 
scarcely be first-class workmen if they are 
also politicians. 
Assuredly they can have 
no time for politics without neglecting 
their business. 
Here, if anywhere, the 
principles of civil service reform ought to 
be applied ; but it is already perfectly ob­ 
vious that Superintendent Dodge has been 
running the M int at San Francisco upon 
the most pronounced spoils system, and 
with a thorough contempt for business 
principles. 
It is true th at Mr. Page has shown no 
greater appreciation of reform principles 
on his part. 
His chief complaint against 
Dodge seems to be th at the latter turned 
out his (Page’s) appointees and put in meu 
who were his enemies. 
But the quarrel is 
in all essentials a quarrel over spoils be­ 
tween two “ machine ” politicians, and the 
fact that neither of them should have been 
able to realize the discreditable character 
of their respective shares in it, shows how 
demoralizing the spoils system is. 
Dodge 
wanted to run the M int eo as to help him­ 
self. 
Page wanted to run it so as to help 
himself. 
N either of them had any idea 
of running it with a single eye to the pub­ 
lic interest. 
Both were prepared to sac­ 
rifice tho efficiency of the service to the 
gratification of their personal ambitions and 
revenges. 
The question with both of them 
when considering appointments was n o t: Is 
this man capable ?—b u t: Is this 
man 
likely to be useful to me 1 
The vices of 
the system which they are both devoted 
to are being exposed in a very ueeful and 
seasonable way by their unconscious admis­ 
sions of the methods they employed. 
If 
the investigation has no other result it 
will serve to show th at tho San Francisco 
Mint has been administered in a most ob­ 
jectionable manner, and th at it is neces­ 
sary to reform its management in the most 
radical way. 
And it is clear th at an of­ 
ficial who entertains Mr. Dodge’s ideas cf 
civil service reform is by no means the 
right man in the right place in the position 
he occupies.——

CHICAGO AMD 
OTHER 
WEATHER. 


A few days ago the Chicago Tribune had 
an article expatiating upon the delightful 
climate of th at city during the summer 
months, aud exulting over the great and 
manifest 
advantages 
it 
enjoyed over 
St. Louis, New York and all other East­ 
ern and Southern cities. 
W hile, it re­ 
marked, everybody was flying from these 
places to the seashore and the mountains, 
thousands of people were pouring into 
Chicago to revel in tho delicious breezes 
which blew over it from the Lake, and 
which made it a perfect Paradise during 
the hot season. Yesterday a dispatch from 
Chicago said : “ Last week’s deaths in this 
“ city outnumbered those of any previous 
“ week. 
The number was 527. 
The rate 


“ was 50.52 per 1,000 as against the normal 
“ rate of IS. 
The highest number ever 
“ reached before was 452. During the pre- 
“ ceding week 334 people died, and the 
“ same week last year 221. 
The intense 
“ heat was the chief cause of the in- 
“ creased m ortality.” 
'W hat the delicious 
Lake breezes were doing while the poor 
Chicago people were dying off at this 
terrible rate, does not app ear; but it is 
sufficiently 
evident th a t 
the 
Tribune 
boasted too soon, and also th at even in 
ordinary summers Chicago is a very un­ 
desirable place of residence. 
It is true 
that there is not much choice among the 
other cities. 
St. Louis, New York, Cin­ 
cinnati, Boston, have all been sweltering 
under killing heat for many weeks past, 
and in all of them the bills of mortality 
have been enormously increased. 
The 
genialand exhilarating warmth of California 
is as different as possible from the stifling, 
clammy, furnace-like, poisonous heat of 
these Eastern and W estern and Southern 
cities. 
W ith them in fact the subject of 
the w eather ought to be a delicate one, 
and no Chicago or New York journal 
should ever perpetrate the folly of bragging 
over their detestable and life-destroying 
summer climates. 


OUR 
TICHBOBNF. 


Although they affect not to believe in 
him a t all, we observe th at our esteemed 
Eastern contemporaries pay a good deal 
of attention to our California Tichborne. 
They take care to announce th at he is de­ 
termined to prosecute his claim, though 
they state at the same time th at he has not 
the ghost of a chance. 
They tell him that 
he cannot disturb the possession of the 
present owner of the estates, and they add 
that anyway the estates have ceased to be 
worth anything. But our Tichborne is not 
likely to be deterred by remarks of this 
kind. 
H e has spent too much time and 
labor iu working up his case to abandon 
it now’. 
A man who has taught himself 
French in order to play the part, and who 
has ransacked the records of the Courts so 
as to prepare himself against every possiblq 
objection, is likely to 
be stopped 
by 
nothing less substantial than the walls of 
an English penitentiary. 
No doubt by 
this time he has succeeded in persuading 
himself to some extent th at his claim is 
plausible, and that he can succeed where 
A rthur Orton failed. 
T hat he has failed to 
acquaint himself with the present legal sitna’ 
tion of the Tichborne estates seems proba 
ble, but he has gone too far to retreat, and 
though handicapped by the cruel skepticism 
of his own daughter, it is evident th at he 
haB screwed his courage to the sticking 
place, and will go forward jnst as far as 
he finds a thoroughfare. 
B ut the indica­ 
tions are th a t he will not make much ad­ 
vance, after all his laborious preparations, 
for the same game cannot be played twice. 


RUSSIA 
BECOMING 
MODERATE. 


The recent remarks of the Oolo* about 
Russian policy in Central Asia are calcu­ 
lated to amuse those who have studied 
her actual course in that region. The Golos 
says that Russia has determined to make 
no further advances, and that she has been 
moved to this resolve, not from any fear of 
England, but by a similar high policy to 
that which Gladstone 
has adopted in 
Afghanistan. 
It may be doubted whether 
even M r. Gladstone will believe this. 
Russia has no doubt been quiet for a little 
in Central Asia, but also no doubt in order 
to make a more certain advance when 
she is ready again. 
She has not done 
with 
the 
Tekke 
Turcomans, 
and 
it 
is 
not 
credible 
th at 
she 
has 
determined to abandon her designs upon 
Merv and H erat, now th at she has ap 
proached almost within grasp of the for­ 
mer. 
Of course if she can hoodwink 
England and cause the latter to relinquish 
precautions, she will be able to proceed 
more conveniently, and th at no doubt is 
the sole object of the hypocritical asser­ 
tions of the Golos. 
Russia is of necessity 
the deadly enemy of England in Central 
Asia, and none who have followed her 
movements during the last half century 
can doubt that these powers will in the 
end have to meet in a great struggle there 
for the sovereignty of India. 


AUSTRALASIA. 
Items of News from Sydney. Melbourne 
and Adelaide. 


By the steamship Zealandia, which ar­ 
rived at San Francisco Monday, the fol­ 
lowing advices are received :

The new M inistry is spoken of in the 
most uncomplimentary terms by the press 
generally. 
The general opinion outside is 
th at it is only a stop-gap for a coalition 
Ministry, which it is well known several 
prominent men of both sides desire. 
Soon after the commencement of the 
ball at the Government House, on Thurs­ 
day, about one hundred weight of plaster 
fell, striking LeCren, Secretary of Public 
W orks, on the head and shoulders. 
For 
some time he was rendered unconscious, 
but is now recovered and was ablo to re­ 
turn to business yesterday. 
Sid n ey, July 
14th.—Fresh cases of 
small-pox which have occurred the past 
few days have renewed alarm here. Tnere 
are now about a dozen infected bouses in 
the city and subnrbs, each being guarded 
by a constable. 
The Government is taking 
every step to prevent the spread of the 
disease. 
W ith th at object, it has decided 
to appoint a Board of Health, with power 
to act in cases of emergency.

posed to erect a small-pox hospital forth 
with. 
A quantity of frozen fish is now being 
placed on board the Cuzco for EnglandL 
The Orange Slaughtering Company have 
engaged the entire refrige' ating space, and 
the Cuzco also takes 130 tons of meat.

Lieutenant-Colonel W atson Wilson was 
buried at Balmann on the 0th with mili­ 
tary honors.

THE GREAT LATA BED. 


A private letter, dated Hilo, Hawaii, 
July 14th, says of the lava flow : 
The lava flow continues to be the lead­ 
ing subject of interest. The wonderful ad­ 
vance it made of more than a mile in three 
days (June 26-28), was the cause of much 
anxiety. 
The great surface flow which 
follows in 
the 
wake 
of 
the 
narrow 
advance 
streams 
has at 
last reached 
the 
extreme 
end 
of the 
June 26th 
flow, 
covering 
it 
completely 
and 
spreading at the same time in the direction 
of Hilo. 
It was ten days in running a lit­ 
tle more than a mile. 
During the last 
twenty-four hours the lava ran about 700 
feet, and is now moving at the rate of from 
fifteen to tw enty feet per hour. 
I visited 
it last n ig h t; the scene was wonderful in 
the extreme. 
Imagine if you can the ap­ 
pearance of a stream of lava running at 
white heat six feet under water. 
Again 
fancy the strange effect of a cascade of lava 
equal in width and volume to the cascade 
of scalding water, both pouring into the 
same basin. 
These falls were not so very 
high, perhaps not more than ten or twelve 
feet, yet they were wonderful. 
I also saw 
a stream of lava which seemed to be about 
thirty feet in length running on an incline 
of about fifteen degrees, completely encased 
with hot water. 
I am fully convinced that 
w ater offers slight resistance when com­ 
pared with air, which to me seems the 
strongest force w’ith which lava has to con­ 
tend. 
As regards the safety of Hilo, I 
suppose my opinion may be of little worth, 
yet I must say—should the flow continue 
to move onward, keeping the same general 
course at present indicated—it will, in 
time, reach the sea, destroying at least a 
portion of Hilo.

City Attorney W. A. Anderson yesterday 
filed a demurrer in answer to the action 
recently instituted by Messrs. Curtis & Clunie 
for $<’.,000 as counsel fees for services in be­ 
half of the city in the case of Hoagland and 
others againEt Sacramento. The claim is 
based upon an award made by a committee of 
arbitration, composed of Ham C. Harrison, 
Robert Hamilton and Fred Cox, in January, 
187‘J. The case is now in the Superior 
Court, and the demurrer referred to is as fol­ 
lows : 
The defendant deraurr3 to the complaint of 
plaintiffs herein on file : 
First—Because s.,id complaint does not 
state facts sufficient to constitute a cause of 
action. 
Second—That the defendant had no power 
nor authority to submit the alleged matter of 
dispute or difference to arbitration. 
Third—That said alleged submission is void 
for uncertainty, in this, that said submission 
does not contain the names of the arbitrator 
or arbitrators, and does not specify the exact 
subject-matter of difference or dispute. 
Fourth—That it does not appear that said 
arbitrators were ever named or qualified or 
acted as required by law. 
Fifth—That no cqpy or duplicate of the 
alleged award was ever served upon de­ 
fendant. 
Sixth—That it does not appear from al­ 
leged award that defendant ever had a hear­ 
ing before said alleged arbitrators. 
Seventh—That the award alleged is un­ 
certain in this, that it does not appear 
what proportion thereof shall be awarded to 
each plaintiff, it not being alleged that they 
were partners ; also, it does not appear that 
the defendant had a hearing or made any 
showing before said arbitrators with regard 
to the alleged matters in dispute or differ­ 
ence ; also, it does not appear that the matter 
of the alleged dispute or difference had been 
heard or passed upon ; also, that there is not 
sufficient in said alleged award to base a 
judgment upon. 
Restoned But N ot Calm.—When the case 
of John Daugherty came up yesterday in the 
l’olice Court upon charge of libel preferred by 
George W. Ficks, the defendant’s attorney, 
I. S. Brown made application for another 
continuance of the examination, upon the 
ground that his associate counsel in the case, 
Mr. Jones, was absent.

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San F rancisco, August 9th.—The Yo- 
semite Democrats this evening nominated 
their Supervisors. They are to a considera­ 
ble extent representatives of local politics and 
of the foreign element, there being but two 
natives on the ticket. Mo thing was done to­ 
wards a compromise with the Mar.hattans. 
That branch of the Workingmen which has 
affiliated with the Yosemiles concluded its 
work this evening by nominating School Di­ 
rectors. The Greenbackers have also been in 
session during the evening, but their action 
was of little moment, either in itself or its 
bearing on local politics. They showed con­ 
siderable disposition, in putting up names for 
consideration, to indorse the Kepubliean nom­ 
inees. Aside from politics everything is ex­ 
ceedingly quiet in town. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
F. A. Blackburn bas been elected Princi­ 
pal of the Boys’ High School. 
The County Jail contains eleven prisoners 
charged with the crime of murder. 
The steaming time of the Zealandia from 
Sydney to San Francisco on her last trip was 
21 days, 4 hours, 27 miDutes, the fastest time 
on record—said to be due to the use of a new 
bronze propeller. 
• 
. The Supreme Court has allowed counsel 
for 5Vheeler, the strangler, to withdraw the 
record in the case, assigned the case ro De­ 
partment One, and continued the hearing 
to September 1st. 
Mar;in Hayes, a seven-year-oid footpad, 
was convicted of puise-siiatching in Judge 
Bovenbaum’s Court, iu having “ stood up” 
and robbed a littlu girl named Heaiy of $5 
one night last week. 
Ten cargoes of coal left Sydney and New­ 
castle for San Francisco during the four 
weeks endirg Juiy 14th. Their cargoes ag­ 
gregated 18,000 tons. There are now fourteen 
vessels entered out to follow, with a carrying 
capacity of 25,000 tons. 
Last year the Tax Collector by August 1st 
had collected 3$33,871 17 personal property 
tax, being S200,000 more than this year. 
The reason is because the rod was then large 
and the rate §1 57, while now the rate is but 
§1 15, and the roll smaller. 
Seven vessels were cleared with wheat at 
this port in tbe first eight days of -the month. 
Four more are known to be ready to clear, 
and there are fifty-two more under engage­ 
ment to load. We cleared thirty cargoes in 
July, and thirty-seven from July 1st to date, 
against five a year ago. It is thought that 
there will be forty cargoes cleared in August. 
Judge Wilson has sustained the demurrer 
aud dismissed the cause pending between 
TnomaB Boyd and William Briggs and P. 
Robinson. This was an action to recover 
§2,700, money lost by the plaintiff at faro, 
between the 1st of last January and June. 
The decision is in effect that the Act permit­ 
ting such actions to be maintained has been 
repealed by the Criminal Code. 
As Police Officer O’Connor was passing the 
residence of Manuel Rodenek, No. 55i Minna 
street, his attention was attracted by a great 
uproar with n, and a female voice crviug for 
help. On entering, the officer discovered 
that Manuel had succeeded in making 
kindling wood of the greater portion of the 
furniture, and wa8 amusing himself by beat­ 
ing his wife. Rodenek was locked up. 
The fifteen bills of the gas company 
against the city amount to S2U0.C09. They 
have been reduced to §110,000. Auditor 
Duuu says that his counsel has requested the 
points of difference in the case now before 
the Supreme Court; hence the suit is at a 
standstill. There is sufficient money in the 
special fund set apart for street lighting to 
pay the company should it win its suit. 
The di-appearance of Captain H. W. Gil­ 
lespie, of this city, is reported. Gilltspie left 
hete on the 22i ult. to locate mines in Inyo 
county for Frank Parks and brother. He 
arrived at Darwin on the 24th, and left the 
next day for .Slate Range, 25 miles distant. 
On the 4tU inst. a teamster brought iu word 
I hat he was lost. Parties immediately started 
out to search for him, but so far without re­ 
sult. It is said to be a rough country, where 
a stranger can ea.rily get lost. 
Solon Pattce, the expert appointed by the 
Finance Committee i f the B ard of Super- 
\ i-ors, has reported to Supervisor Stetson the 
result of his examination of Departments 
Nob. 9, 10, 11 and 12, County Clerk’s Office, 
finding there no deficiency. As these are the 
Courts doing the lightest business it wiiltake 
the expert probably three weeks to complete 
his examination. The statement that the 
whole office bad been examined, and Stuart’s 
accounts found to be correct, does not appear 
to be true. 
In the Yosemite Democratic Convention 
that body refused tbe offer of the Maohat- 
tans to unite on certain ttrms. It nominates 
J. C. Merrill for County Clerk (unexpired 
term). In :he Manhattan Convention, on 
learning of the rejection of its proposition to 
the Yosemite, those who voted in favor of it 
were, by a resolution, offered seats in the 
Manhattan Convention, but the resolution 
was defeated after a hot debate. I t nomi­ 
nated .los, Keay for Tax Collector. The 
Mechanics' League has nominated School 
Directors and Supervisors. 
Upo. the arrival in port of the steamer 
Columbia, from Pi rtland, Diego Chucialato, 
a passenger, was Lund in his berth with his 
throat cut. It appeared that the man had 
been working as fisherman for Hepgood k 
Co., of Washington Territory, and the season 
having closed he was returning home. The 
wound was serious but not fatal, and the 
wounded man was able to state that the as­ 
sertion, made by some countrymen, that he 
had stabbed a man named Murray in Oregon 
caused such despondency that he attempted 
suicide with a small knife. The man wa? 
taken to the City Receiving Hospital. 
Len Harris, one of the CeDtral Pacific 
Railroad Company’s detectives, lias been in 
vestigating tho 1 utrage upon Mrs. Louisa 
Frei. Mr. Harris says that a felonious as­ 
sault was made upon the woman, but it was 
by Chris, ninsen instead of the barkeeper 
on the Solano ,as stated by her, and he was 
arrested anil fined §18 on a conviction of 
sin:[ile ausuult, Mrs. Frei declining to prose­ 
cute. If robbed at all, the detective says, 
she lust a comparatively small sum, and that 
she fell into the water while intoxicated in­ 
stead of being thrown in by the barkeeper, 
whom she accused of the crime, and who is 
exonerated by Hansen’s confession. Mrs. 
Frei is still in charge of the German Benev­ 
olent Society of this city, 
In the Mint investigation Mr. Page fur­ 
ther charged that F. F. Low, H. R. Linder- 
man aüd Superintendent Dodge, who acted 
as Commissioners to investigate the charges 
against t). H. La Grange in 1877, conspired 
to oust La Grange, so that Dodge might ob­ 
tain the Supcrintendency of the Mint ; that 
Linderman and Low had a secret under­ 
standing with reference to Mint matters, and 
that they had a cipher by which they con­ 
ducted correspondence relative to bullion par­ 
chases and the sale of trade dollars ; that the 
parting and refining charges on bullion re­ 
mitted to tbe Anglo-Californian Bank, Treas­ 
urer of the Northern Belle Mining Company, 
were kept by F. F. Igiw and not paid to the 
Northern Belle Company, and that F. F. 
Low charged the mining company for the 
parting and refining of the bullion. 
Mr. Blanchard read a letter from Superin­ 
tendent Dodge to Acting Mint Director Pres­ 
ton, in which he said that he thought Page 
would not be re-elected, and he would strike 
him in the tenderest spot by discharging his 
friends from the Mint. 
Kx-Coiner Cicott testified that J. W. Rud- 
dick and F. Page, efficient employes, had 
been discharged from his department with­ 
out having given cause; Superintendent 
Dodge, in Juiie, 1880, told the witness that 
he proposed to remove some of Page's per­ 
sonal appointments, as Page had attacked 
him in Congrí s \ 
James Hannifin testified that he had 
worked nine years in the Mint, and after 
being discharged be was told by Superin­ 
tendent Dodge that civil service was good in 
theory, but not in practice ; saw Dodge again 
with a view to baing reinstated, and was told 
by tbe Sujierinteudent that he wanted to beat 
Page for Congress, and wanted the (.lace for 
friends of his own. 
W. H. Martin, Melter and Refiner, testi­ 
fied that George W arreD, an efficient em­ 
ploye, had br en dismissed from his depart­ 
ment without his recommendation. 
William J. Ruddick testified that be had 
served almost eleven years in the Govern­ 
ment service ; bad filled various positions in 
the Mint under Mr. Cicott; was dismissed 
July 1. 1880, by the Superintendent; the no­ 
tification of discharge gave no reason for the 
action; had beeu appointed to the Mint by 
Pace. 
• 
George Hatze'h an employe in the Coiner’s 
department, testified that Charles N. Felton, 
prior to Page’s election, had asked him in the 
n-ceptioD-room of the Mint if his brother, 
Charles Hatzell, was a Page man or a Henry 
man ; Felton had been closeted with Dodge 


for an hour before the conversation took 
place ; Felton said it was a foregone conclu­ 
sion that any man who supported Page would 
be discbarged. 
Charle» Hatzell testified that General Fel­ 
ton came to him and said : *’ I have been to 
see Dodge and he is turning out ail of the 
meu in the Mint who were Page’s friends.” 
Mr. Hatzell went to see Dodge, and the lat­ 
ter asked him if he was making Ptge's fizht 
for the nomination. Witness said that he 
was not, and then Dodge said it was lucky 
witcess came to see him, as he was about to 
discharge George Hatz 11, his brother. 
Mr. Page was then sworn. He testified 
that he first solicited patronage from Dodge 
in N vomber, 1879, two years after his (wit­ 
ness’) fourth elección to Congress ; Mr. Cicott 
came to him at the Palace Hotel and said 
Dodge would like to see him ; he fixed a day, 
but did not meet Dodge ; he saw Cicott, who 
again asked him to see Dodge, aud he made 
another engagement and kept it; after some 
conversation, ia which the witness disabused 
Dodge’s mind of the belief that he was trying 
t> rush the Superintendent f r positions, 
Dodge proposed to give him eight or nine 
places ; they consulted the books, and Pago 
found that a number of appointments were 
charged to him of which he knew nothing ; 
there were about eleven employes in the Mint 
at the time for whom he was personally re­ 
sponsible. After Page went to Washington, 
Dodge appointed three of the persons recom­ 
mended by Page, and then, when requested 
to appoint the remainder, accused Page cf 
trying to run the Mint. It looked to the 
witness as if he had beeu made the victim of 
a trick to entice him into promising patronage 
which he could not give. 
Superintendent Dodge was next sworn and 
interrogated by Mr. Blanchard with a view 
to showing that his letter to the President, 
explaining the dismissals on the score of an 
economical reduction of the forces of tbe 
Mint, was not correct, as the vacancies left 
by Page’s friends had been filled. Mr. Dodge, 
whenpress-ed by the impetuous counsel, said : 
“ I have no hesitation in saying that I wanted 
to clear the atmosphere. There was too 
much of Page’s influence and insubordina­ 
tion.”

DOMESTIC. 


Condition of the President. 
E xecutive M ansion, W ashington, Au­ 
gust 9:h—8:30 A. M.—Notwithstanding' the 
effect of yesterday’s operation, the President 
slept the greater part of the night without 
the use of anodynes. The febrile rise of yes­ 
terday slowly subsided during the night. 
This morning at 8:30 his pulse is 98, tempera­ 
ture 99 8. Small quantities of liquid nour­ 
ishment were given at. short intervals, and 
have been retained, and this morning large 
quantities are being administered without 
any gastric disturbance. Signed by Agnew, 
Bliss, Barnes, Woodward and lleyburn. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
W ashington, August Gth.—The following 
was sent by Blaine to Lowell at 2 r. M.: The 
physicians give an encouraging report of the 
President’s condition. His pulse and temper­ 
ature have slightly diminished since this 
morning. The pus is flowing freely. His 
appetite has improved, and he has been able 
to sleep with comfort, lying on his wounded 
side. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.] 
E xecutive M ansion, W ashington, Au­ 
gust 9th—7 P. M.—The President has been 
very easy during the day, and has continued 
to take nourishment allowed without n&stric 
disturbance. The discharge of pub from his 
wound is quite abundant, and it is evident 
that thorough draiuage will be secured by 
yesterday’s operation. The degree of fever 
this afternoon differs little from that of yes­ 
terday. Pulse 100, temperature 104.4, respi­ 
ration 19. Signed by Bliss, Barnes, Wood­ 
ward and Reyburn. 
Dr. Agnew returned to Philadelphia this 
afternoon. [FOURTH DISPATCH.) 
W ashington, August 9th.—The following 
was sent bv Blaine to Lowell, at 11 o’clock 
to-night: “ The condition of the President 
is satisfactory. He sleeps well without the 
aid of anodynes. It is now the sixth day 
since he took any morphine. His pulse and 
temperature did not rise so high from the 
effect of yesterday's operation as the Burgeons 
expected. The situation is one of continued 
anxiety, but also of cheerful hope.” 
{FIFTH DISPATCH J 
W a sh in g to n, August 9th—Midnight.— 
The President has had a more comfortable 
and quiet day than would be thought com­ 
patible with his continuous fever. He has 
taken more nourishment than yesterday, and 
experienced no recurrence of the distressing 
nausea which affected his febrile system yes­ 
terday afternoon. The new incision is still 
very sensitive to the touch, and even the 
laying of a piece of lint saturated with car- 
bolized oil on the raw flesh caused pain. It 
is to this seusitive condition of the wound 
that the continuous fever is attributed. The 
sides of the incision will, however, grow lees 
sensitive as they become covered with the 
natural secretions which follow an injury of 
this kind, and by to-morrow or next day the 
new wound will be little more sensitive than 
the old one. In the meantime the drainage 
tubes ara. dispensed with, and the inouth 
of the incision is simply kept open 
with a little lint and absorbent cot­ 
ton, which are removed as they become 
saturated with the discharge. The quantity 
of pus obtained to-day was not great, but it 
was apparently all the wound contained. 
The track was thoroughly cleaned, and what 
irritation there is now from the wound must 
be attributed to the fresh incision, and not to 
a retention of that which ought to come out. 
The old wound, made by the bullet, has en­ 
tirely healed, and its mouth is partially 
covered with newly-formed skin. The in­ 
tensity of the fever to-day was about the 
same as yesterday. The patient's pulse rose 
to 104 at noon, to 106 at 6 r. ji., and the 
temperature from 99.7 to 1019. Shortly 
after the evening examination the fever be­ 
gan to abate, as it did last night, and at this 
hour the pulse is below 100. The temperature 
has correspondingly decreased. As the pa­ 
tient has slept most of the evening, it is not 
possible to hold the thermometer under his 
arm for a minute 
without seriously 
disturbing him. 
The exact temperature 
has not 
been taken since 7 o’clock, 
but it is thought to be below 100. 
It is five days since the last hypodermical in­ 
jection of morphine was given, but the 
patient seems to have no difficulty in getting 
a good night’s rest without it. He is now 
eleeping soundly, and will have a better 
night, the surgeons think, than last night. 
Drs. Bliss and lleyburn both report him do­ 
ing extremely well, and a decided change for 
the better will be apparent as soon as the 
irritation caused by the new incision sub­ 
sides. 
Galilean's Friendliness. 
W ashington, August 9th.—Singularly 
enough, not a single friendly person has 
called on (iuitteau during the the weeks of 
his incarceration. He never made a friend 
in the city, and he has received no proffer 
of counsel or aid. Such an absolute destitu­ 
tion of friends is unprecedented, even among 
the lowest criminals. He has never sent for 
anybody. He intended and arranged to be 
driven direct to jail after the shooting, and 
feels comfortable with the soldiers guardirg 
him. It is apparent that he never expected 
to suffer for his crime, believing that he did 
a duty, and was making room for a more just 
man. He believed the people would see the 
deed in his light. 
The Virginia Rcpulilirnns. 
L ynchburg, August 9th.—A ll the Repub­ 
lican leaders in the State are here to attend 
the State Convention. Chairman Cochran 
secure 1 one hall, aud the Mahone Republi­ 
cans, anticipating a split, secured another. 
It is thought if the straight-outs make things 
too warm the coalitionists will retire to their 
own hall. Mahore's partisans have the 
greatest number of the more influential Re­ 
publicans, including the Government officers. 
All the indications favor a split. There is 
every reason to believe that Wickham’s 
friends will nominate a ticket. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.l 
Lynchburg, August 9th.—The Republican 
Convention promi-es to be the most inbar.1 o- 
nious in the State. Every county is repre­ 
sented, and there are many c ntestsnts. Sec­ 
retary Brooks, of the State Central Com­ 
mittee, claims that a majority of the dele­ 
gates are for coalition. The straightouts are 
equally confident. The city is excited. There 
will surely ba a division. There were two 
open-air meetings to night.

He with 
five others showed fight, resulting in killing Little 
Buck. The Indians reported wagons waiting lor 
m eto puii out. This will compel me to wait a day 
or two for the excitement to subside. 
LEN MARKS, Deputy Marshal. 
Little Buck is one of the chiefs of the 
Osage tribe of Indians, which, although one 
of the weakest tribes in the Territory, is the 
most lawless. At the last term of Court he 
and six Osage3 were convicted of horse­ 
stealing and sentenced to imprisonment at 
Detroit. 
Deputy Marshal Marks and a 
posse, while on the wav to this place, were 
besieged by a band of about 100 Indians, who 
demanded their release. After much parley­ 
ing he was allowed to proceed, on a promise 
that he would not again invade the Terri­ 
tory. It is feared that he will experience 
much difficulty in getting out of the country.

FOREIGN. 
The Fanil litll In llir House of Commons. 
London, August 9th.—In the House of 
Commons today the Duke of Argyle’s 
amendment to the clause in the land bill ex­ 
cluding from the right of free sale tenancies 
on which permanent improvements have been 
made by a landlord was accepted by the 
Government, with an amendment that the 
improvements must be substantially main­ 
tained. Parnell wishes to amend still fur­ 
ther, but the amendment in form was ac­ 
cepted by the Governmeut and passed—258 
to 100. The minority was composed of l’ar- 
nellites, Home Rulers and Badicals. Glad­ 
stone declared that ho would not agree to the 
amendment in the Hou»e of Lords relative to 
the Ulster tenant rights in any shape or form. 
The Speaker of the House, w ho has hitherto 
been one of the principal seceders, supported 
the Government. After a long discussion 
the amendment of the House of Lords was 
rejected, 272 to 145, the Home Rulers voting 
in a body with the majority. The Peers' 
gallery was crowded during the discussion, 
k in s kalakaua's Intention. 
London, August 9ih.—King Kalakaua 
says he was feted, dined and wined by the 
aristocracy to an exvent 'that would have 
tired out a less powerful man. He said there 
was no foundation for the report that he was 
desirous of disposing of his Kingdom. He 
expects to be in New York next month. Re­ 
garding the Chinese question, the King fa­ 
vors their immigration, and he says be does 
not share the views of his Ministry on the 
subject.

The Deanery of lYeslininster — Disap­ 
pointed Barkers. 
London, August 9th.—After the Deanery 
of Westminster was offered to the Bishop of 
Manche.-ter and decliued, it is said the ap­ 
pointment was offered to Rev. Mr. Butler, 
head master of Harrow, and will probably be 
accepted by him.

Paris, August 9th.—Countess Den, daugh­ 
ter of Dom Pedro II., Emperor of Brazil, at 
present staying in this city, has been deliv­ 
ered tif a sod.The Arlherg Tunnel. 
V ienna, August 9th.—The Emperor Fran­ 
cis Joseph expresses great ¡Rterest in the Al- 
berg tunnel. He has repeatedly dwelt on the 
importance of a new railway, as opening 
fresh markets for Austrian corn, which 
will be able, through this outlet, to compete 
favorably with American corn in tome parts 
of western Europe. 
A Step Toward Reconciliation. 
R ome, August 9th.—The Pope has signed 
a Brief appointing Doctor Korum, who is 
approved by Germany, to the vacant Bish­ 


opric of Treves, llheuish Prussia, which is 
considered to be a considerable step towards 
reconciliation between Germany and the 
Vatican.The Crusade Against the Jens. 
Berlin, August 9th.—Anti Jewish disturb­ 
ances have occurred at Jastrow.West Prussia, 
during which a rabbi was wounded, his assail­ 
ants escaping after a regular fight with the 
police. Further disturbances of the same 
character occurred at I’ublitz, Pomerania. 
So many towns and villages in western 
Russia, whose populations are principally 
Jewish, have recently been burned that it is 
impossible to resist the suspicion of system­ 
atic incendiarism. Up to the end of June 
sixteen towns and villages were burned. 
Since then fresh fires have occurred. The 
two most terrible were at Korez and Minsk. 
From ten to twenty houses and shops were 
destroyed at Korez. and thirty-nine persons 
were killed. The bulk of the survivors were 
rendered destitute. 
Ttie Tunisian M arauders. 
Tunis, August 9th.—The marauders made 
fresh raids upon Susac, but the inhabitants 
dispersed them, killing twelve. The authori­ 
ties of Susac captured twenty-five brigands. 
Tbe South African Republic. 
P retoria, August 9th.—Retrocession of 
the Transvaal to the Boers has been formally 
effected, and the Boer Government has issued 
a proclamation announcing the establishment 
of the South African Republic. Mynheer 
Bock, Secretary of State, and several other 
officials have been sworn in. The proceed­ 
ings were perfectly orderly. 
A dispatch from Durban announces that 
Secocoeni, the famous South African chief 
who surrendered in December, 1879, and was 
sent by Sir Garnet Volseley to Capetown, 
haB been released. 
Failure of Negotiations- Locusts— Vomito. 
City of Mexico, August 2d.—The Treas­ 
ury Department and representatives of the 
Franco-Egyptienne Bank have been unable 
to come to any arrangement regarding the 
establishment of a Mexican National Bank. 
Locusts have appeared in the vicinity of 
Tlacotalpan. 
Vouiito has broken out in Cordena. 


PAKIS NOTES. 
The Paris correspondent of the R ecord- 
U nion says : 
The Fourth passed away with unusual 
tranquillity, and aside from numerous flags 
wafted to the breeze, some with crepe at­ 
tached,.no demonstration was made to cele­ 
brate the anniversary of our independence. 
It was surprising to perceive by the flags 
what a large number of Americans were 
then at Paris, although two or three days 
previous the hottest weather ever known at 
the French capital came upon us suddenly, 
and chased a goodly number to the seashore 
and the mountains of Switzerland. It was 
the more fearful to bear, inasmuch as every­ 
one predicted a spell of heat, such as had 
occurred twenty years ago, although less 
much intense, when for thirty days there 
fell not a drop of rain, there arrived no cool 
refreshing wind, and the Seine was so low 
that it could be crossed dry-footed in many 
places. It was supposed that it was on ac­ 
count of the extreme heat the American 
colony of gentlemen did not indulge in their 
annual dinner on the Fourth ; the French 
journals stated that it was owing to the 
critical condition of our President, but the 
Americans themselves explained that the 
convocation was difficult, as General Noyes, 
our present Minister, is about to withdraw, 
and can feel but little interest in bringing 
together the American colony, whom ha 
will probably never see again, whereas the 
new Minister is not yet installed and has 
no authority to act. The offices of the 
American Consul are daily besieged by al­ 
most the entire colony, desirous of obtain­ 
ing the latest news of the President’s con­ 
dition ; the French journals print the sev­ 
eral telegrams sent during the day; the 
Presidents of both Houses are interrogated 
during seances by different members as to the 
latest information, and so great is tbe in­ 
terest expressed by all the French people 
that you would suppose it concerned their 
own President instead of the brave and 
noble man at the head of the American 
nation.

The agent said he had just received a 
letter from a gentlemen in Poughkeepsie, 
asking if they could send up a servant 
girl.

The agent gave her the necessary direc­ 
tions and told her at what time she would 
have to be at the station, with the assur­ 
ance that she would go through all right.

“ Now, you must be sure and go through 
all the way,” said the agent, “ and not get 
off.”“ Yes,” said the gill. 
“ And don’t let anybody talk to you 
and ask you to go with them ,” said the 
agent.

COAST CLIPPINGS. 


V en tu ra O il W ells.—The Santa Bar­ 
bara Press says : The most fabulous stones 
of oil springs and oil creeks cannot equal 
the actual truth as witnessed in Ventura 
county. There are deep sluggish streams 
of oil which pour out of the mountain sides, 
day after day, covering acres of land. 
Mixed with the soil and hardened by the 
elements, the crude petroleum soon be­ 
comes hardened into a black asphaltum, 
which reminds one forcibly of concrete 
pavement. 
In many place where the 
stream cress the road, the highway will be 
laterally paved with asphaltum for a dis­ 
tance of many yards. Oil springs in the 
Sisa canyon, and on the headwaters of the 
Santa Paula, are the rule, and not the ex­ 
ception. Thousands of barrels of crude oil 
run to waste every day along these two 
mountain streams. There is no region in 
the world which possesses a greater num­ 
ber of abundant overflowing oil springs. 
The Pennsylvania Oil Company bought 
large tracts of land in this portion of the 
country a few years since, and expended 
considerable sums of money in sinking 
wells, 
building tanks 
and 
erecting 
refineries. The scarcity of labor and the 
expense of transportation caused them to 
temporarily abandon many of their wells. 


G ettysbcr<; Battlefield.—The Gettys­ 
burg Battlefield Association has now ob­ 
tained possession of the grove where Gen­ 
eral Reynolds fell, Little Round Top, the 
north slope of Round Top, the park oppo­ 
site the National Cemetery, Me Knight’s 
and Culp’s Hills, making in all about 120 
acres, and comprising the points of 
greatest interest on the scene of the gieat 
battle. It has been decided by the Asso­ 
ciation to open an avenue near what was 
the line of battle of the Eleventh Corps, 
and also along the line of Hays’ Division 
of the Second Corps, past the spot where 
Longstreet’a famous assault was repulsed ; 
thence following the rear of the line of 
Gibbon's Division and Stannard’s Vermont 
Brigade, passing the spot where Hancock 
was wounded on the third day. A graded 
path has just been finished to the summit 
of Round Top proper, where the Associa­ 
tion has built an observatory from which a 
commanding view of the whole field and a 
great sweep of country may be obtained. 


The Bee-Dnnocrat says the peach crop 
throughout Lake county will be an unusu­ 
ally large one this year. 
Los Angeles has made every preparation 
for its centennial celebration. 
General 
Stoneman is Grand Marshal. The orator 
has not yet been selected.

W ork on the Moore dam on Cache creek 
has commenced in earnest. There are at 
present about tw enty men engaged on the 
work, and Jason W atkins, Superintendent 
of the work, says that more will be added 
soon. Four months will bo required to 
complete tbe work, which is intended to 
be a very substantial structure. 
The Reno Gazette is responsible for this :
